The neit part of the lecture was 
occupied with the influence of the 
Germanlr woman ii|>on histor>. and 
the lecturer aald "The Germanic 
soman, for the flrst time, awvc •,, the 
world the Idea of woman's physical 
and moral equality wrh man. She 
male herself tun's companion In the 
truest sense Of the word She lie- 
came man 'a helpmate as well a* the 
mother of his children. tshe gave 
man a home, not a harem. These 
thlnga did the good women of the 
Teutonic land*, the mothers of the 
race that first *ettled thla country." 
Tl» Modern Woman. 

After a summary of the contrlbu- 
tlona ma.la by the women of the 
ancient world to the progress of their 
sex. the lecturer swept through the 
hlstorv of the middle ages and eame 
to modern times He aald: "With 
the advent of modern times came the 
full opportunity of women. To under- 
atatid the use she haa made of that 
opportunity we will make an analyala 
of woman * nature and of her posi- 
tlon In the world today." 

Xeit came the dl*cu**lon of wo- 
man's position In the world of today: 
"The American woman, more than her 
alders of any other nation, has come 
Into her heritage of freedom The 
nineteenth century raw the deliver? 
of the ne.ro. The twentieth century 
ahall witneaa th* complete emancipa- 
tion of woman. But." continued the 
orator, "great are woman's a.hleve- 
ment in the world of bualness. In 

hVre^ugmT^lti'^an^^BuT I. It 
through public life that woman* 
higheat Ideal 1* to be won." 

The lecturer pointed out the tre- 
mendous results of woman's work In 
leform. but asked the question, "la 
woman's highest miasion that of the 
restrum or of the hustings?" and 
concluded Ins argument by aaylng:

He said: "Today It behooves every 
kochI woman and every good man to 
be on guard, for the American home 
1* In danger." And he electrified his 
audience by the assert Urn that the 
danger most to be feared at this 
present hour was almost unknown to 
the good women of the land. With ■ 
force, clearness, and absolute fear- 
lessness of speech, he piled fact on 
fact and argument on argument, 
until hi* cuiM-luslon, in which he 
aald: "But I say to you — and I know 
that I speak for every clean and 
virile man. for every thinking rmin 
anj woman, for every true atndent of 
hlatory — I aay. beware of tho*e who 
•Triage; for, evsn though, 
they may not realise It. they are en- 
dangering the virtue of our women, 
the moraHly of the state, the Integ. 
rlty of the nation Beware of those 
who sneer at the love of man— for 
they are attacking the greatest hu- 
man power for righteousness S*>un 
who would teach wojnen a falae 
idea of wifehood and motherhood, for 
theae faJse prophets while pretend- 
ing to strike shsckle* from woman, 
are dssHnc h«r the blow* of a poi- 
soned weapon, whose virulence, eat- 
inaj rt« way like a loathsome cancer, 
into the heart of womauhood. shall 
In the end destroy the very founda- 
tion of the might* structure of clvlll- 
aatlon." 

The lecturer then proceeded to 
■how not oiuly the fallacy, but the 
wicked nes* of those who are attack- 
ing the American home and the 
American family. He demolished the 
poiltion of those theorist* wtio are 
attempting to tear down the posi- 
tion, which woman ha» won for her- 
self, and he concluded his master- 
piece of toglc. Illustration and beauti- 
ful thought, by saying: "Man today- 
knows that undercurrent for good 
that has ever flowed cairn and strong 
beneath all the fret and evil of the 
tempest tossed aea of human life, is 
I the eternal spirit of woman'* right- 
eousness, the spirit of the woman of 
the home. Knowing this we may well 
say that through woman we ahall 
come to reullte the ssrret of abiding 
happiness, the ksy to the future of 
our race, for the heart- worda of life 
ara Love ojitl Hook «aU Ubildrea.

"First, effective co-operation among 
farmer*, to put them on a level with 
the organized interests with which 
they do business. 

"Second, a new kind or schools In 
the country, which shail teach the 
children as much outdoors as indoors 
and perbape more, so that they wIM 
prepare for country life, and not aa at 
present, mainly for life In town. 

"Third, better mean* of communi- 
cation. Including good roads and a 
parcel* post, which the country peo- 
ple are everywhere, and rijrbtly, 
unanimous in demanding. 

"To the,c may well be added bet- 
ter «anltatlon: for ea»i:y 
diseases hold several million 
people In the slavery of continuous U) 
health. 

"The commission points out. and I 
concur In the conclusion, that the 
most Important help that the govern- 
ment, whether national or state, can 
give I* to show Ujo peope how to go 
about these tasks Of 

education and communication 
the best and quickest results.

Every successful store has its trademark whether 
the merchant knows it or not. Its advertising and its 
service have created a public sentiment in its favor 
which neither reverses nor fire nor time can obliter- 
ate. Nine times out of ten this trademark is the 
store's biggest asset. 



Much of the ordinary store advertising is a hand- 
to-mouth sort of business; an effort to make tomor- 
row's sales equal to today's or yesterday's ; and this 
is just as true of the department store as of the 
er shop. The advertisement appears in the 
and the merchant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It is for- 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the store makes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then each bargain sale 
helps to advertise the bargain department. The 
advertising ought to be done in such a way as to 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of the day. 

Don't go at it as if you were advertising an 
auction sale. As I said at the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil ; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant by the roots because it didn't bear fruit 
or flowers the first week. 

It is safe to say that not more than one -third of 
the people arc looking for bargains; the other two- 
thirds nae looking for quality and style. The very fact 
that the goods are offered at bargain prices leaves the 
impression that there is something wrong with the 
quality or that the style is a season behind. Good 
advertising should enable a merchant to sell $20 coats 
at $25 instead of $25 coats at $12.50; in other words, 
it should create confidence rather than doubt. As in 
stocks and bonds, the securities quoted above par are 
always more desirable in the thought of the investing 
public than are those quoted at a discount. 

Advertising is a tremendous force which in action 
contradicts all mechanical laws. The circumference

Thorough plowing. <ll-k 
lug and harrowing will make the soli 
tine and mellow, so that the roots 
will have little truuble In obtaining 
all the plant find they can use, pro-

The water supply ran be regulated 
to a considerable extent by tile drain- 
age and by keeping the surface looee 
to check eva|M>rall»n. The tempera 
tore of the soil l» also an Imimrtant 
factor In hontcnlng germination and 
early growth. Imilnage, cultivation 
and the maintenance of a plentiful 
supply of humua will aid greatly In 
securing s warm aeed lied by planting 
time. 

With a warm, well prepared aoll 
containing sunVtent quantities of 
plant food and water the next que*, 
lion that conies up Is regarding the 
kind of seed to put Into that soli. Al- 
most any kind of seed will grow and 
pndure a fair crop under favorable 
condition*. What we are after, bow- 
•ver. la not a fair crop, but an extra 

go,..| one 

Tbe seed of different strains of corn 
varies greatly iu Us ability to produce 
ylelila. In the spring of 11*15 fbe Iowa 
ex|MTlmetit Kislloii gathered seed from 
nearly a hundred different aourcea nu.l 
pbmte.1 II on tbe station grounds. Un- 
der conditions that were aa nearly 
alike a* lt was poaalble to make them 
tbe yields from tbe different strains 
varied from thirty-one to eighty bush 
els per acre. Thla variation show* 
that a large *luire of tbe Improvement 
In corn pr.*tu< tlou must come through 
the beeed rag of high yielding strains. 

It I* not iwfe to ship lu seed rorn 
from a distance. Com Is very sctisl 
live t<> changes lu climate and soil. To 
obtain the beat results the work of 
liretdlng mu*t lie done for each local 
Ity sud to some extent for each farm. 

A method of Improving seed corn 
Hint will surely result In some lm 
provement mid one that has simplicity 
to n- on i mend II Is that of selecting a 
number of the Itest esrs each year and 
planting them In a Held by themselves 
or In one comer of the main field. Ity 
selecting the l*>*t enrs from this breed 
Ing plot each year to p|ant next yenr * 
brcdlng plot and using the rest of 
the good ears to plant In the main 
field some Improvement can In- effect 
od. The wenk BatM in tills plan, how 
ever. Is that the yielding pawkaf of an 
ear cannot ls> told from Ita appear 
ance. Neither Is It po**lble to prcveni 
inbreeding by Bark a method. 

To avoid maW dlfll. iiltics Hie "Im'l 

vldunl ear" plot has ! Icxlsed. Thl-- 

shonld preferably lie at least fnH] 
r.nls from the nearest cornfield. Where 
thla la imp. .>,>.>.. a strip along tkt 
s<mth side of n field of tbe same varl 
ety may Im> u*<d. As the ptevaDJOl 
July and August winds are from tic 
south, very little |x>lleu from t lie main 
field will blow over on the br.-edlng 
plot. . 

Each row In the Individual ear plot 
la to lie planted with the kernel* from 
a single ear. As any fair sized ear 
will plant a row forty r.s1s long, tbl* 
la a convenient length for the plot 
Select from BO to loo of tbe heat ears 
you can lad among your seed com 
and plant Hum In aa many rowa 
acrosa the plot. The work can be 
done with a planter If care is taken 
to clean the aeed boxes out thorough- 
ly each time n. ross. The cultivation 
given to the plot should be the same 



as that which the main field receives. 

Tbe time for at-^< ial tri al in. nt 
conies wlieu the txsach: l>cgln to ap- 
pear. We bav» already learned that 
Inbreeding Is weakening and that 
cross fertilization developa strength 
I and Vitality. In order to prevent lu- 
hreeding lu the lndlvl.lu.il ear plot 
the tassels ou every alternate row 
should be pulled out as soon na they 
ap|iear. In order that these may be 
I removed before they sh.-d any pollen 
It will be necessary to go over the 
Held every other day for a week after 
the first tassels start. At the 
time any tnssels from weak, barren or 
spindling stalks In the other rowa 
should Ik- removed. In this way only 
pollen from health v. vigorous stalks 
I* allowed to mature. Thus tbu ene* 
on the detasseled row*, being crcaa 
fertilized nnd baring only strong, 
healthy male patents, have n much 
bettea chance of producing lnrge 
yield* when planted than would ears 
picked from the general Held. 

Tlie most Important point, however, 
I* the selection of high yielding 
strains (hat Is made possible by hav- 
ing the ears planted in Individual 
rows. When harvesting time con.es 
the pnduce of each row sliould he 
hulked separately and weighed. It 
will be found that there I* a great 
difference in yield. The highest yield- 
ing rows, ptnvlded the . oi n i* of 
good quality, should furnish seed for 
next year'a breeding plot The rest 
of the g.ssl seed eara from the detas- 
seled rows should be planted lu a 
email field, known aa the "uiultlplylng 
plot." The beat of the seed from thl* 
multiplying plot can be used lo plant 
tbe general field* and for aale. 

By continuing thla breeding process 
from year to year a strain of corn 
may be built up that will far ..uf yield 
the ordinary corn of the iielghlMirhood. 
In addition to tbe Increase In yield 
which will result on your own farm, a 
trade In aeed corn may be built up 
thut will add materially to the year's 
profits. There are many tarlutlona In 
the piaa of breeding bere outlined, but 
the .--.i-.ii point lu all of them la to 
aelect tbe beat yielding Individual 
ears and to prevent 
aa much aa 
After the 

It ahould be afored In au. h n manner 
that it am paaa through the winter 
uninjured. Tbe hints In regard to seed 
storage aa given In article No. 0 should 
be followed. 

Some time toward the clone of win- 
ter the corn should be tested. For a 
preliminary test a bandred kernel* 
inn. be taken from aa many cars In 
different parts of the room. If the 
corn haa exceptionally strong vitality 
the kernel* may all germinate. In 
case some of the kernela full to grow 
or any considerable numtxT show 
weak sprouts each ear should be test- 
ed separately In order tbnt the wenk 
ones may lie discarded. Tbe method 
of making this test has been described 
no muny times In agricultural paiwr* 
nnd bulletins that It will be unneces- 
sary to give It In detail here. It sim- 
ply consists In placing several kernelf 
from each oar lu a corri-spondlng 
square lu the germinating box. In this 
way the vitality of each car may be 
readily determined. 

Shortly liefore plnnttng time the 
ears should lie I helled and run through 
a need com grader to take out the butt 
nnd tip kernel* and divide the rest 
Into even grade*. The next step Is fjo 
block up the planter and run through 
a sample of each grade, changing 
plates until a aet Is fonnd that will 
drop the rcqulr.d number of kernels 
practically every time. If thla la dona 
and well tested ae.d used a good 
stand will almost certainly result. 

Avoid too deep planting. All that Is 
necessary Is to have the seed well cov- 
ered with moist soil. If -his can lie 
done without putting it down uiore

Frankfort. Ky.. Feo. 9. — Oovcrnor 
WHIson and Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the I'nlted State*, expect 
to meet In Frankfort next Thursday 
evening on boar J the president's pri- 
vate car, which, according to advices 
fiom Washington, will be uttached to 
the (V A O. train from the east, due 
to arrive here at 6:14 o'clock. 

The governor said that he had not 
'nvlted the president to take dinner 
with him on Thursday, as he would 
r:ot .he In Frankfort that day, but he 
expected to meet the president on the 
train that afternoon There seem* to 
be some doubt as to the route the 
president will take from Washington 
to lx>ulsvlUe, but a telegram from 
We.tiington has stated that he would 
leave Washington on the C. ft O. 
train, which would put him In Frank- 
fort at 6:14 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing. 

A Islington newspaper printed a 
telegram from Secretary Ixieb stating
